Politics or White Hou se 
p ressu re wasn’t the decisiv e fac­ 
tor. 
The better way to descnbe what 
has ju st hap p ened in the cu rrent 
negotiations is to say that the facts 
of economic life hav e at last 
cau ght u p with the wishfu l think­ 
ers. If the labor u nions hav e learn­ 
ed a lesson, then real p rogress 
can be said to hav e been made. 
The facts show that neither the 
steel managements nor the labor 
u ru ons hav e as mu ch flex ibility to­ 
day as they hav e had before. 
TTip steel comp anies face some 
stiff comp etition at home f r o m 
comp arable p rodu cts, 
and they 
face a continu ing loss of markets 
to steelmakers abroad, who c a n 
ship , ev en to this cou ntrv '. and 
u ndersell American steel becau se 
wage costs are mu ch lower in Eu ­ 
rop e than in .America 
The p u blic was led to believ e 
last au tu mn that the steel com­ 
p anies didn’t raise p rices ju st be­ 
cau se the President asked them 
not to do so. Mr. Kennedy him­ 
self wou ld be the first, howev er, 
to concede that the main reason 
was 
that 
the 
steel 
comp anies 
cou ldn’t keep an imp ortant p art of 
their markets if they raised p rices. 
These same facts, of cou rse, 
were hammered home cu rrently 
to the steel u nion leaders, a n d 
Secretary Goldberg did p lay an 
influ ential p art in conv incing the 
u nions that they had gone abou t 
as far as p resent conditions will 
allow. 


THE I NFWDRABLE asp ect of

Prfidu ction will go down again 
and hou rs of work will also be 
decreased. This is a p enalty that 
grows ou t of the tactics of labor 
u nions when they constantly de

which the workers will be u nable 
for a long time to recov er in their

There will be a good deal of 
gobbledy gook heard

lowed in the steel settlement now

The fact is that the cost of the 
fnnge benefits « ill ex ceed cu rrent 
p rodu ctiv ity gams, and the com­ 
p anies « ill for a long time be tr) - 
ing to absorb the 30-cents-an-hou r 
increase — far abov e p rodu ctiv ity 
— « ’hich was added to wage con­ 
tracts du ring the last three y ears 
The administration, of cou rse, is 
p romising the labor leaders that 
it will p ersu ade the Common Mar­ 
ket cou ntries in Eu rop e to ad­ 
v ance their wage rates and thu s 
lessen the cost differential w i t h

steel 
p rodu cts 
Bu t 
that’s a long way off. 
In the meantime, the Eu rop ean« 
are at an adv antage in at least 
20 p er cent of the maricet for steel 
p rodu cts in this cou ntry , Ev entu 
ally , the steel workers will more 
and more feel this p mch. That « 
why their leaders cou ldn't ju stify 
demands for fu rther increases in 
wages at this time. They saw the 
handwntmg on the wall. 


HOW LONG the labor leader« 
will continu e to be imp ressed b>' 
these stark facts doesn’t dep end 
on the Kennedy administration’« 
p romises bu t on whether these 
same u nion officials can hold their 
p osts « ithou t winning su bstantial 
wage increases for their constitu ­ 
ents in ev ery new contract. 
The latest steel settlement ha« 
not solv ed the real p roblem — it 
has merely p ostp oned the .solu tion 
for abou t 12 months, when e\'er>'- 
one will take another look at th« 
situ ation. 
If recov ery is on at fu ll swing 
by that time, there « ill be wage 
increases granted. If another re­ 
cession IS on. there will be gloom 
in the labor u nion ranks and may ­ 
be some new leaders at the helm

impairing the over-all operation, proper ac­ 
tion should be considered. 
In view of the city’s financial condition. 
no stone should be left unturned to hold 
down expenses It doesn t hurt to have some­ 
one rock the boat now and then if the '‘rock­ 
ing” follows the procedure established by 
municipal law.

On the Atlantic Gold Coast they’re getting 
ready for the spring vacation crowd from 
high school and colleges. 
Extra cots are being moved into the jails. 
Policemen are rehearsing herdsmen taf fies 
in the event mobs of “students" try to take 
over their towns. 
Beer salesmen are writing extra orders 
for the favorite beverage of the college set. 
Beach costume lines are booming — the 
scantier the better. 
This is the proverbial last fling of the 
college set in the eastern part of the na­ 
tion. When it’s over, everybody settles down 
to educational routine again until school lets 
out in June. But for Easter vacation it’s 
beadles, beer and singing under the stars. 
The boys go where the girls are and vice 
versa. 
Some towns put out “Welcome” signs for 
the student vacationists, some let it be 
known in advance they will throw them in 
the pokey. Their presence and patronage

age and marc of them drop-outs from years 
long past arc capable of doing more dam­ 
age than ever can be recovered by over­ 
charging them. 
It’s a phenomenon of our times, one more 
thing to baffle those who frankly confess 
our time-, cannot be fathomed Spring va­ 
cation . . . 
It used to be the time when a student 
tried to nail down a temporary job to pick 
up a little walking-around money; when a 
comatose darling .staved in bed Iii hours a 
day under the home roof: when the stu­ 
dious asked spedal permission to use the 
college library' for special work; when the 
penurious saved Ixiard by codling on the 
premises — a hiatus between winter and 
summer on the campus, not a Bacchanalia 
on the Gold Coast.

After reading an “open letter to the college 
graduates of 1962" by .Secretary of Labor 
Arthur J. Goldberg, we wished we had lost 
it in the shuffle.

THE COMPANY wrote to Stan­ 
ley on March 16

Thus, while 
they forego a wage rise for the 
time being, they can insist upon it 
and bring about a strike, if they 
wish. a year from June 30 next 
Whenever a strike has b e e n 
averted for the time being, how­ 
ever. 
theres 
a 
tendency 
to 
applaud. This time there already 
is an inclination to credit the Ken­ 
nedy administration with a sub­ 
stantial achievement but this, un­ 
happily, is only a way to gloss 
over some unpleasant facts. 
The truth is that the steelwork­ 
ers didn’t get a wage increase this 
time for the same reason that the 
steel companies didn’t dare to 
raise their prices after die 1959- 
60 strike. Politics or White House 
pressure wasn’t the decisive fac­ 
tor. 
The better way to describe what 
has just happened in the current 
negotiations is to say that the facts 
of economic life have at last 
caught up with the wishful think­ 
ers. If the labor unions have learn­ 
ed a lesson, then real progress 
can be said to have been made. 
The facta show that neither the 
steel managements nor the labor 
unions have as much flexibility to­ 
day as they have had before. 
The steel companies face some 
stiff competition at home f r o m 
comparable products, and they 
face a continuing loss of m arkets 
to steelmakers abroad, who c a n 
ship. even to this country, and 
undersell American steel because 
wage costs are much lower in Eu­ 
rope than in America 
The public was led to believe 
last autumn that the steel com­ 
panies didn’t raise prices just be­ 
cause the President asked them 
not to do so. Mr. Kennedy him­ 
self would be the first, however, 
to concede that the main reason 
was that the steel 
companies 
couldn’t keep an imjjortant part of 
their markets if they raised prices. 
These same facts, of course, 
were hammered home currently 
to the steel union leaders, a n d 
Secretary Goldberg did play an 
influential part rn convincing the 
unions that they had gone about 
as far as present conditions will 
allow. 


DIE UNFAVORABLE aspect of 
the whole situation, on the other 
hand, is on the employment side 
Now that there is to be no strike, 
the artificial rise in 'tee! produc­ 
tion. resulting from the recent in 
crease 
in 
inventories, 
will 
be 
ended 
Production will go down again 
and hours of work will also be 
decreased. This is a penalty that 
grows out of the tactics of labor 
unions when they constantly de 
mand the maximum in wages and 
threaten 
strike' 
In 
1958 
thee 
forced a big strike the losses from 
which the workers w ill be unable 
for a long time to recover in their 
pay envelopes. 
There will be a go.xl deal 
of 
gobbledygook heard, too, about 
how the new guidelines or stand­ 
ards of productivity have been fol­ 
lowed in the steel settlement now 
being made 
The fact is that the cost of the 
fringe benefits will exceed current 
productivity gams, and the com 


p a m e s will for a long time be try­ 
ing to absorb the 30-cents-an-hour 
increase — far above productivity 
— which was added to wage con­ 
tracts during the last three year* 
The administration, of course, is 
promising the labor leaders that 
it will persuade the Gimmon Mar­ 
ket countries in Europe to ad­ 
vance their wage rates and thu« 
lessen the cost differential w i t h 
American 
steel 
products. But 
that’s a long way off. 
In the meantime, the European* 
are at an advantage in at least 
20 per cent of the market for steel 
products in this country. Eventu­ 
ally. the steel workers will more 
and more feel this pinch. That * 
why their leaders couldn't justify 
demands for further increases in 
wages at this time. They saw the 
handwriting on the wall. 


HOB LONG the labor leader* 
will continue to be impressed by 
these stark faits doesn’t depend 
on the Kennedy administration • 
promises but on whether these 
same union officials can hold their 
posts without winning substantial 
wage increases for their constitu­ 
ents in every new contract. 
The latest steel settlement ha* 
not solved the real problem — it 
has mere!v postponed the solution 
for about 12 months, when every­ 
one will take another look at th# 
situation 
lf recovery is on at full swang 
by that time, there will be wage 
increases granted. If another re­ 
cession is on. there will be gloom 
in the labor union ranks and may­ 
be some new leaders at the helm

A G A IN ST this gUMimy backdrop, we can see a few 
A hopeful sparks. Last year, for example, saw 
the im aginative use of a technique for flooding 
cancerous organs with doses of drugs so strong 
they would kill any ordinarj' man. Surgeons first 
tightened a tourniquet to stop blood from flow­ 
ing into the afflicted arm. leg. or organ. Then 
they opened the body and severed the artery 
and vein supplying the area. To these suppb 
pipes, they connected a heart-lung pump. As 
this machine circulated the isolated blood sup­ 
ply through the isolated organ, an anticancer 
drug was fed into it. 
_ 
A fter treatm ent, the “used" blood was drained 
out and replaced, the artery and vein recon­ 
nected to the body’s vascular system, and gen­ 
eral circulation restored. The strong dose Ol 
drug had shrunk the tumor. 
And in basic re.search it becomes clearer to 
many scienti.sts that human cancer may be 


caused bv a virus. The notion is attractive be­ 
cause if it is true, a vaccine may be perfected to 
prevent it. Fifty years ago. Dr. Peyton Rous 
found th at a virus caused cancer in chicken.s. 
Twentv-five vears ago. it was discovered that 
viru.ses passed through the milk of m other mice 
to their offspring. Could it be that the kiUer vi­ 
rus might be circulating in human blood, too. 
P 


e r h a p s the biggest quest is the .search for an 
anticancer wonder drug. Six years ago. the 
Government began a massive testing 
But what do vou test to discover a miracle . 1 he 
answer: anything! Sand, ooze, garbage, tundra, 
tadpoles. About 600.000 compounds have been 
tested* 200 of them merited clinical examina­ 
tion. About 20 are useful to humans. But no 
drug examined yet is a cure: at best, we have 
found only palliatives. 
Nobody knows yet where the final cure or 
cures for cancers will be found. But cures wi 1 
be found because numerous clues to a cure al­ 
ready are known—some have been known for 
many years. 
A century ago, an Italian workman came to 
Dr. W illiam Bradley Cole in New York. He had 
a cancerous lump in his neck which Doctor Cole 
removed surgically. A fter a while, the work­ 
man returned, his cancer larger than ever. 
Again it was removed. Presently, the man stag­ 
gered back to Surgeon Cole's office for the third 
time with his cancer so far beyond control tha 
another operation was out of the question. 
But before he died, he was attacked by infec­ 
tious ervsipelaa. His fever raged for days, then 
subsided; and with it went his “incurable” can­ 
cer, which completely healed itself. 
We still are in the dark about w hat happened, 
but some day—perhaps this year or next—a 
dedicated scientist will unlock the mystery* of 
the secret “cure” th at may have been known to 
that Italian workman’s body 100 years ago.

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WHERE IS 
THE CURE 
FOR CANCER? 


A quarter-century of intense research has saved the lives of many victims— yet this 


remains our No. 2 killer, with the major breakthrough still to come 
By CURTIS MITCHELL 


T 
h i s a p r i l is Cancer Control Month. 
_L This year, by decree of the President 
of the United States, is Cancer Prog­ 
ress Year. It recognizes 25 years of 
fighting the nation’s No. 2 killer. 


W hat kind of progress does it commemorate? 
F o r an answer, turn hack to 1961. That was 
a year when 510.0(H) new cancer cases were 
diagnosed and 270,000 cancer victims died. 
It was a year when laymen and scientists 
agreed that no Dr. Jonas Salk was likely to 
emerge w ith a cure-all vaccine and that progress 
would In* made only by nibbling endlessly at the 
edges of ignorance. 
It was a year in which Congress, seeking an ­ 
swers. gave more than $100 m illion in tax 
money to the N ational Cancer Institute’s re­ 
search projects; and the two million volun­ 
teers of the Am erican Cancer Society collected 
another $90 
m illion 
contributed 
in 
nickels. 
dimes, and dollars. 
Hut there was no complete answer, neither for 
victim s nor for the untouched, except to repeat 
the dism al statistics w hich confront us all. 
For instance, in an average city of 100,000. 
this w ill happen in 1962 ; 280 people w ill develop 
new cancers; 150 others w ill die. 
And tiro out o f three families in tow n— one in 
evert/ four persons— will be attacked by cancer at 
some time or other. 
Progress is slow, but progress is being made. 
In 1997 
-25 years ago— when Congress found­ 
ed the National Cancer Institute, of seven per­ 
sons struck down, only one lived. Today, one out 
of th rn ' survives. 
In 1937, when the American Cancer Society 
began its first educational cam paign, only 160.- 
000 survivors were alive after five years to prove 
that cancer could be licked. Today, the sur­ 
vivors number 1,100,000. Last year alone. J70,- 


000 new victors were considered “ cured.” 
Research and education are turning the tide. 
W e now know enough about uterine cancer to 
save p ractically all of the 32,000 women who 
w ill be attacked by it this year— provided they 
co-operate. A detection technique, called the 
“ P a p " smear and invented by Dr. George N. 
Papanicolaou, makes early discovery possible. 
Last year, eight m illion women took this test. 
Sixty m illion shouU have taken it. If they had. 
fatal cancer of the uterus and cervix could be 
almost wiped out. 
In other areas the future is clouded. Lung 
cancer w ill afflict 45.000 persons this year, 
mostly men, and kill about 39.000. leukem ia, a 
cancer of the blood-forming tissues, w ill hit— 
and k ill— 16.000 persons. 
Lancer of the colon and rectum w ill prob­ 
ably strike 72.000 and kill 40.0(H). And 31.000 
men w ill develop cancer of the prostate; one 
h alf w ill die. 


A c.AlN’ST this gloomy backdrop, we can see a few 
hopeful sparks. Last year, for example, saw 
the im aginative use of a technique for flooding 
cancerous organs with doses of drugs so strong 
they would kill any ordinary man. Surgeons first 
tightened a tourniquet to stop blood from flow­ 
ing into the afflicted arm. leg. or organ. Then 
they opened the body and severed the artery 
and vein supplying the area. To these supply 
pipes, they connected a heart-lung pump. As 
this machine circulated the isolated blood sup­ 
ply through the isolated organ, an anticancer 
drug was fed into it. 
A fte r treatment, the "used” blood was drained 
out and replaced, the artery and vein recon­ 
nected to the body’s vascular system, and gen­ 
eral circulation restored. The strong dose of 
drug had shrunk the tumor. 
And in basic research it becomes clearer to 
manv scientists that human cancer mav be 


caused by a virus. The notion is attractive be­ 
cause, if it is true, a vaccine may be perfected to 
prevent it. F ifty years ago, Dr. Peyton Rous 
found that a virus caused cancer in chickens. 
Twenty-five years ago, it was discovered that 
viruses passed through the milk of mother mice 
to their offspring. Could it be that the k iller v i­ 
rus might be circulating in human blood, too? 
P 


e r h a p s the biggest quest is the search for an 
anticancer wonder drug. Six years ago, the 
Governm ent began a massive testing program. 
But what do you test to discover a m iracle? The 
answer; anything! Sand, ooze, garbage, tundra, 
tadpoles. About 600.000 compounds have been 
tested; 200 of them merited clin ical exam ina­ 
tion. About 20 are useful to humans. But no 
drug examined yet is a cure; at best, we have 
found only palliatives. 
Nobody knows yet where the final cure or 
cures for cancers w ill be found. But cures w ill 
be found because numerous clues to a cure al­ 
ready are known— some have been known for 
many years. 
A century’ ago. an Italian workman came to 
Dr. W illia m Brad ley Cole in New York. He had 
a cancerous lump in his neck which Doctor Cole 
removed surgically. A fte r a while, the work­ 
man returned, his cancer larger than ever. 
Again it was removed. Presently, the man stag­ 
gered back to Surgeon Cole’s office for the third 
time with his cancer so fa r beyond control that 
another operation was out of the question. 
But before he died, he was attacked by infec­ 
tious erysipelas. H is fever raged for days, then 
subsided; and with it went his “ incurable” can­ 
cer, which completely healed itself. 
W e still are in the dark about what happened, 
but some day— perhaps this year or next— a 
dedicated scientist w ill unlock the mystery’ of 
the secret "cu re ” that may have been known to 
that Italian workm an’s body IOO years ago.

He Lives the

N 1914, tho 16 year-old son of a tenant 
farmer began his career selling 
newspapers, magazines, candy, and |K>p- 
corn on the main-line trains between 
Roanoke and Norfolk, Va. 
Going east on train No. -I as far as Suffolk, 
he would catch No. 3 to return to Roanoke. “I 
prayed.” he recalls, “that just once we would 
miss connections with No. 3 at Suffolk so I 
could go on to Norfolk and see both a large city 
and the ocean. I had never seen either.” 
One day this dream was fulfilled. Arriving in 
Norfolk at night, he was permitted a day s lay­ 
over in the city. Sleeping in a 25-cent flophouse 
room with a dozen other persons, he clutched 
the railway’s money hags for fear they would be 
snatched from him. When day came, he wandered 
about the city, took a long look at the ocean, and 
dreamed of worlds beyond. 
This boy, who today is Secretary of Commerce 
Luther Hodges, not only dreamed but acted. It 
would be hard to find a sharper exemplification 
of the American dream, of an ascent from rags 
to riches, from obscurity to eminence. 


Secretary Hodges was born March 9. 1898, 
in a log cabin in the red-clay country of Virginia, 
the eighth of nine children. 
The shack was on a tobacco farm where his 
parents were tenants. When he was two, the 
crops failed and the family moved to the North 
Carolina mill town of Leaksville. His mother, 
a tender, gentle woman, died when he was ll. His 
father, living a life of hardship, was himself 
harsh and unbending. The boy’s life was one of 
great stress. “We never even celebrated Christ­ 
mas,” Luther Hodges told me. 
In the Rev. P. ll. Gwynn, a Presbyterian min­ 
ister, he found a friend who saw his value and 
gave him encouragement. So intense was the 
boy’s affinity for his mentor, a classics scholar, 
that the boy made straight A’s in Greek and 
Latin. “This boy will some day be governor of the 
state,” the Rev. Mr. Gwynn predicted. 
Luther’s father, however, opposed his son's 
going to college. None of his brothers had—why 
should he? When he was 16. Luther did not 
have funds to complete high school, but he was 
determined to get a job. raise money, then con­ 
tinue his education. At The invitation of his sis­ 
ter, Mrs. S. F. Crews, wife of a railroad brake­ 
man. he went to live with her in Roanoke, where 
he landed the job as a candy butcher. 
Hodges worked his way through high school, 
then the University of North Carolina. He 
waited tables, fired furnaces, ran a clothes- 
pressing club, sold Bibles door to door, and 
worked in a textile plant. Despite all this, he 
made the basketball team, managed the baseball 
team, and was elected president of both the 
student council and the senior class. He was voted 
"best all-around man on campus.” 
He also found time to go a-courting. He met 
the lady of his dreams in the spring of 1919. 
Though Luther was just a senior, the Rev. Mr. 
Gwynn had arranged for him to deliver the 
commencement address at the Leaksville High 
School. On the platform with him was the lady— 
Martha Blakeney, a leacher. 
“I saw a pretty brown-haired girl dressed in 
organdy,” he recalls. “I had to have a date w ith 
her. And I did.” 
“Oh, Luther Hodges is all right,” Martha 


Blakeney told a friend, “but he’s not the kind 
of man I’d marry.” When he did ask her to 
marry him. her answer was: “I love you very 
much, but I’ve had a hard time, and I won’t 
marry a man who earns under $3,000 a year.” 
“This came as a surprise but not a permanent 
setback,” Hodges told me. “She had lost her 
mother early and had to struggle. Just the same, 
she cashed in everything she had for our wedding. 
June 24, 1922.” 
The Hodges have en joyed a comfortable cama-- 
raderie. As E. L. Rankin, Jr., his press secretary 
for six years, puts it,“The Hodges are very frank 
with each other. He talks things over with her, 
she tells him what she thinxs, he values her 
opinion—and makes up his own mind.” 


The Great Career Begins 


Hodges, who as a prospective bridegroom 
earned $83 a month, rose steadily in the busi­ 
ness world. He organized the first personnel de­ 
partment in the textile mills ow ned by Marshall 
Field and Co., and by 1943 he was a vice presi­ 
dent of the company. 
By 1950 he was earning more than $75,000 a 
year, but he also was looking to new horizons. 
“Making money is the easiest thing men do,” he 
told Gen. Capus Way nick, a friend. 
“ I told myself.” he reminisces, “you’re over 50. 
If you’re going to do it, better do it now.” 
He resigned from Marshall Field, and the 
Hodges moved to West Germany, where he 
served as chief of our Economic Cooperation 
Administration’s industry division. 
When a friend suggested he try politics in 
1952, Hodges, a political novice, entered the 
fray to become a candidate for North Carolina's 
lieutenant governor, and won. Gov. William B. 
Vmstead died two years later, and Hodges suc­ 
ceeded. He was 56. 
On his first day in office, he faced a bank of 
push buttons on his desk in Raleigh. “Partly 
for devilment and partly to find out what would 
happen. I began punching them,” he recalls. 
“People started coming in from back offices and 
everywhere. I was brand-new and didn’t even 
know them. I said, ‘What do you do, and why do 
you do it?’ That was the basic approach, and

changing inform ation about the weather, crops, 
price of camels, and new official regulations, 
Ibrahim came to the point. ‘‘M y dear friend 
Soleiman, whom I cherish as a brother, I notice 
your d a u g h t e r growing up as a fresh spring 
flower on a mountain slope.” 
‘‘W hich one?” asked my father, although he 
knew very well that Ibrahim meant me. 
‘‘The one called Sam ira. I could use a junior 
wife, and a gift of two camels would compen­ 
sate your generosity for letting me have her.”
